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Editorial  Comment 


The  1921  camps  have  passed  into  the 
realm  of  history.  In  taking  their  place 
in  the  Hall  of  Fame  along  with  the  camps 
of  former  years,  there  is  the  proud  con- 
sciousness on  the  part  of  all  campers  and 
leaders  that  new  records  have  been 
established  in  the  way  of  Camp  Conference 
development. 

This  is  as  it  should  be.  Each  camp, 
each  year  must  be,  not  necessarily  bigger, 
but  better.  We  cast  no  aspersions  on 
old  campers  when  we  say  that  the  general 
quality  of  campers  is  improving  with 
each  passing  year.  And  this,  too,  is  at 
it  should  be,  for  back  in  the  states  has 
been  developed  a powerful  and  efficiens 
young  people’s  machine  which  insures 
the  careful  selection  of  delegates  for  the 
Camp  Conferences.  When  a poor  quality 
delegate  gets  into  the  camps  these  days, 
it  is  a reflection  on  the  State  “machine.” 
Of  course,  everybody  knows  how  jealous 
each  state  leader  is  of  his  or  her  delegation. 

The  1921  Campers  established  a new 
level  of  quality  for  the  Older  Boys’  and 
Girls’  Camp  Conferences.  It  is  estimated 
that  fully  fifty  percent  of  the  Conference 
Point  and  Winnipesaukee  Point  campers 
were  members  or  officers  of  Inter-Sunday 
School  Councils  or  officers  of  state, 
county  or  city  young  people’s  conferences. 
Over  eighty  percent  of  Missouri’s  dele- 
gates were  in  this  class. 

Three  new  records  were  established  in 
questionnaire  averages.  At  Conference 
Point  Bob  Jamar  and  Hall  DeWeese, 


and  at  Winnipesaukee,  James  McLea 
registered  an  average  of  eighty-nine 
percent. 

Records  were  also  established  in  the 
amount  of  moneys  pledged  for  class  mem- 
orial funds.  The  Freshman  Class  in  the 
V Girls’  Camp  at  Conference  Point  sub- 
scribed more  than  $1,000  of  which  practi- 
cally twenty-five  percent  has  already 
been  paid.  All  other  class  pledges  were 
correspondingly  big. 

Big  records  and  high  standards  are 
meaningless  in  themselves.  Campers  of 
1921,  you  must  live  up  to  and  maintain 
the  pace  you  set  while  in  camp,  if  the 
glorious  record  of  your  achievement  is 
to  be  indelibly  written  into  the  history 
of  the  International  Camp  Conferences. 
You  will  not  fail. 

Just  think,  only  eight  months  and  the 
1922  camps  swing  into  action.  Are  you 
registered? 

The  boys’  aquatic  records  were  not 
in  shape  for  printing  when  the  records 
number  of  Conference  Pointers  went 
to  press.  Rather  than  hold  up  the  issue 
any  longer,  it  has  been  decided  to  print 
these  records  in  a later  issue  of  Con- 
ference Pointers.  This  will  explain  why 
the  standing  of  the  campers  in  the  Boys’ 
Camp,  Conference  Point,  in  aquaties  is 
not  given  with  the  other  records.

liie  1921  Camp-Conferences,  both  at 
Lake  Geneva  and  Lake  Winnipesaukee, 
are  historical  records.  Seven  hundred 
and  sixty-two  young  men  and  women 
(young  people)  were  present  in  these 
camps.  The  leaders:  administrative,  group 
and  faculty,  brought  the  total  number  in 
camp  up  to  nine  hundred  twenty-nine. 

The  Director  has  had  several  very 
happy  letters  from  the  campers  of  this 
past  summer.  A first-year  boy  caught 
both  the  vision  and  the  pep  while  in  camp. 
Since  returning,  he  has  organized  the 
young  people  of  his  town  into  a going 
federation.  It  was  a huge  regret  that  an 
invitation  to  be  present  at  the  federation’s 
first  rally  had  to  be  refused.  A girl 
camper  sent  in  a wonderful  report  of 
her  activity  just  last  week.  It  was  meant 
to  be  the  completion  of  part  of  her  ques- 
tionnaire-prescription, but  it  really  was 
the  beginning  of  a far  reaching  com- 
munity work.  More  and  more  only  the 
campers  who  are  active  at  home  will  find 
places  in  the  summer  camp-conferences. 

The  colleges  and  universities,  also, 
are  richer  than  ever  with  our  boys  and 
girls  this  fall.  The  academic  trend  of 
our  young  people  is  an  assurance  of  real, 
trained  leadership  in  the  days  ahead. 


One  young  woman,  two  years  out  of 
high  school  and  in  business,  making 
money  is  registered  at  Wellesly  for  1922. 
One  of  our  graduates  takes  her  place 
on  the  faculty  of  a southern  college. 
Three  more  graduates  begin  their  career 
as  Young  People’s  Superintendents,  with 
the  commencement  exercises  of  June, 
1922.  So  we  grow! 

It  may  interest  you,  also,  to  know 
that  sixty-six  were  graduated  with  the 
three-year  Camp-Conference  diploma  this 
summer.  Fifteen  of  them  were  medal- 
capacity  and  the  majority  was  in  the 
“Awards  Class.”
